tor Light, the ſaid St. Germin asked of 'me, whether he might ſpeak freely in my Chamber, 
- without danger of being over-heard. I Anſwered, yes; and that there was no body. above, ; 
' nor below to hear them. Then the faid St. Germin was pleaſed to beſtow'on me many lnju- KC 
rious words, calling me Hugonet, Renegado, and Man without Faith, that had brought a Hor- - 
| . ' rid Scandal upon the Church, who was bound in Duty to expiate ſo great a Crime, to go 2 
back for Frgnce, and fpend there the reſt of my days ina Monaſtery. As I was about to 
Reply, his Companion, ſpeaking French, faid, there was no need of fo muth Reaſoning, it 
an-calic matter to ſtabor convey me away; and that they were ready t9 do it, ſhould 
I ſpeak one'word more ; and that they had three more 5 for that purpoſe, in caſe I ſhould re- . 
fuſe todoas they would have me: So continuing their threatnings, they made me promiſe 
them that I wonld depart from England, and go over in a Yatch His Majeſty ad grated to 
a Catholick Lord, who was going to France, or in a ws Fs going for Rachel: They enga- 
themſelves at the ſame time to write to the Reftor of the Jeſuites there in my. behalf, and 
-bidding menot to trouble my ſelf any further,for they would furniſh me with Bills of Exchange 
to the value of 4001. ſterling, and more, if need required, the Perſon they-were employed 
by ſparing no money for ſo good a Uſe : the ſaid St. Germin added, to make ſure of you, we 
think it neceſſary you ſhould Copy over, and ſet your Hand to this writing ; ſo giving me the 
Paper, L took it, deſiring firſt leave to-read it: I found it contained a Recantation in terms abo- 
minable of all 1 had ſpoken in general, and in particular againſt the Church of Rome, and was 
full of Horrid Slanders and Calumanies againſt all the Proteſtants, their Biſhops and Miniſters, 
with a thouſand Impieties, not fit to ſet down here. I therefore riſing off my Seat, I refuſed 
both to Copy and ſet my Hand to their Paper, at which'St. Germin riſeth up in Anger, and 
runs to the to call the Men that were ready to convey me aWay's or ſtab me. | was af- 
' frighted out of my wits and all my ſenſes; then all in a Trance I took the Paper, and Copied 
it over, and put my Hand to it,having as well as I could in the Condition I was, firſt put out, 
and changed ſeveral things that were againſt Biſhops and Miniſters : The two Jeſuites ſatisfied 
with this, took their leave of me, threatning, that if I ſhould ſpeak one word of what paſ- 
| ſed, they would have my Soul out of my Body , which would be always an eafie thing for 
them to do, fince they had of their People every where_Men of Execution, and were Reſol- 
ved to kill me, in caſe I would not depart when they ſhould think fit, as my Promiſe was. 
Theſe Gentlemen having left me, I came to my ſelf, and to conſider what I had done ; 
I concluded my fault was great, and after many Refleftions I judged the beſt way was, cun- 
ningly to get my Writing out of their Hands ; I have ſince tryed it ſeveral times, difſemb 
for this ſe with the ſaid St. Germin, and telling him that I would ſee it onely to add ſome- 
thing to'it that was more material for the Satisfa&tion of the Roman Church, and 
ſome other things leſs to their ri na but in truth, to tear it in pieces, if I could have it, 
but all in vain: So ſeeing they would not m I have thought my ſelf bound in Conlcienc 
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= Repair i in ſome SG this my fault, and the Scandal that may fall on the Church ly 
to adobe of ſo bold an Attempt, without few or no Preſidents in this Kingdom ; and im- 
plore the Kings Power and Þ ev-97 £1 ainſt this bold here, that I may live in theſe Coun- 
tries without alwaysbeing afraid of my _ : And I'do concerve my ſelf Obliged in 
Duty to Declare, that. I am not onely Nr to make Oath of "all that is chow written, bur 
that this alſo is what the ſaid St. Giris! conferring with me; hath Arreſted to me.
